Ernie 
Mariette. 40. ot San Gabriel was also killed. 
The three coaches were on their way to San Luis Obispo to scout the 
Cal Polv - UC Santa Barbara game Fullerton plays at Cal Poly next 
Saturday night for the CCAA championship 
Hannah was a former assistant football coach at Lompoc High 
School during 1960 and 1961 It was the start of his coaching career 
having arrived here from the University of Alabama where he played 
guard lor the Crimson Tide Hannah served under Bob Leek who now 
is assistant principal at Yandenberg Junior High School 
Alter leaving Lompoc. Hannah coached at three schools before 
being hired as an offensive line coach at Cal State F ullerton in 1970. He 
coached at La Puente High School. Mount San Antonio ( ollege and 
Valley Junior College 
The three were flying in a Cherokee 180. a tour-seater plane rented 
from El Monte Flight Service. It is believed the plane crashed shortly 
after 7 p.m. on a steep slope. Maj Lou Dartanner ot the Santa Barbara 
CAP said that weather in the area Saturday night was clear but that 
there was 'heavy turbulence and cloud cover 
over the Santa Ynez 
mountains. 
Mariette did not tile a tlight plan but did report his position at 7 10 
p.m. to Santa Barbara Airport. He revealed no difficulties at that 
time. 
Hannah leaves his wife, Molly, and a three-year-old son He resided 
in Buena Park O Hara. who lived in Tustin. leaves his wife. Lenore. 
and eight children, aged two to 13 and Moon ot La Palma, leaves his 
wife. Dorothv. and two children.

We worked from Niland up to North Shores anti saw one 
string of sago, that was all When one sees surfers with 
their rods in a sand spike, and the sinkers hanging there to. 
it is easy to guess how bad iishing was. Just nothing doing 
So tar we have had two bites in three days. 
The fishing has had a bad season, according to old time 
anglers The reason, too much food in the water. Seems as 
tho there is usually a 
'die off 
of small fish, such as 
croaker and sargo once or twice a year, but this year this 
did not happen Thus, the fish are not hungry, natures way 
of taking care of the balance. 
We had decided to try out Lake Cahuilla near Indio, but 
learned that the lake had been drained for cleaning by the 
Coachella Valley County Water District. To handle the 
existing fish, the lake had a channel half a mile long and 
five foot deep 
The lake is apparently being stocked by the Division ot 
Fish and Game with trout in the fall and spring. As the 
summer months are too hot to sustain trout, it is a bass and 
cattish water, a very sensible and sound proposition. The 
entire lake will be refilled this week and planted with trout 
at the end of the month 
So we will stay with fishing from the pier near our Arroyo 
Grande home, and try and come up with a corvina before 
we set out for home 
The Salton Sea has been planted with most every breed ol 
ocean fish, but none have survived except corvina, croaker, 
and sargo. There are reports that a tew totuava got in with 
the fish from the ocean, and have survived but have not 
propogated Thus the occasional lunker that breaks forty 
pound test tackle! 


The future of the Salton sea does not look bright The sea 
is a geological sink that has no drainage outlet Inflow of 
farm and other drainage is approximately balanced by 
surface evaporation, but the salts and nutrient content 
remain and accumulate. The present salt content is slightly 
greater than the ocean A State Reconnaisance Report 
concludes that unless measures are taken to control 
salinity, the sea w ill become so salty that the f ishery w ill be 
damaged within a tew years. 
The State Reconnaisance Report concluded that water 
quality control in the Salton Sea is feasible, and discusses 
several alternative plans. It ends with recommending a 
plan of diking oft a portion ot Salton Sea for permanent 
retention of salts. 


With the threat ot increased salinity, the growth of shoal 
grass and other wildlife teed will also suffer. The wonderful 
wildfowl hunting for which this area is famous will be a 
thing ol the past. Apparently all that is now needed is the 
funds to engineer and go ahead on this project.

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
"Last year 1 was on top of 
the world,” said Tom Demp­ 
sey. “ Now I ’m a bum.” 


Last season. New Orleans 
Saints fans shook the sta­ 
dium with cheers for Tom 
Dempsey, inspirational hero. 
This season they threw to­ 
matoes that splattered on his 
back and beer cans that 
clanked off his helmet. He 
was finally cut from the 
Saints and dropped out of 
football for six weeks. Now 
he is on the taxi squad of 
the Philadelphia Eagles. 


Tom Dempsey, yesterday’s 
hero, is a field goal kicker. 
He is unique in his profes­ 
sion in that he was born 
with half a right foot. He 
must wear a special block- 
toe shoe. Some opponents 
last 
season 
even 
insisted 
that the shoe was an unfair 
a d v a n t a g e. Last year he 
kicked a 63-yard field goal 
for New Orleans to beat De­ 
troit 19-17 in the closing 
seconds of play It was the 
longest in pro-football his­ 
tory, breaking a 14-year-old 
record by seven full yards 


Tom Dempsey became an 
instant national celebrity by 
his record kick. He was the 
shiningest e x a m p l e of a 
man overcoming adversity. 
In 
the off-season 
he 
re­ 
ceived awards ranging from 
New Orleans American Le­ 
gion Most Valuable Player 
to Pro Football W r i t e r s 
Most Courageous Player 


“A lot of people said I was 
cocky and that I stopped try­ 
ing,' said Dempsey by tele­ 
phone recently. “ That burns 
me up I pushed harder than 
ever because I wanted to 
stay on top.’’ 
His problems began the 
first day of training camp 
this summer. Dempsey re 
ported in at 265 pounds, 20 
pounds more than coach J. 
D. Roberts had wanted him 
to carry. 
“ Tom worked hard to get 
the weight off. but it was 
tough.” said Saints’ publi­ 
city man Harry Humes. 
In the exhibition season, 
Dempsey made but one field 
goal in eight a t te mp t s . 
Dempsey knew his job was 
in jeopardy. So did all the 
unemployed field goal kick­ 
ers around the country. Like 
vultures, they smelled a dy­ 
ing carcass. About 20 kickers 
showed up in the Saints’ 
camp. 
D e m p s e y said that the 
boos and the beer cans did 
not bother him. “ They booed

others, too,” he said. “ The 
done and they deserve the 
fans in New Orleans are the 
best.

Dempsey was cut a week 
b e f or e the 1971 season 
started. Coach Roberts said 
that, yes, it was a little emo­ 
tional, with Dempsey being 
crippled and a hero from last 
season. “ You always feel a 
little bad when you have to 
fire someone.” 
Dempsey said that he was 
sure he’d come around soon, 
that it was a t e m p o r a r y 
slump. But R o b e r t s has 
noted that D e m p s e y has 
never in his four-year pro 
c a r e e r been a consistent 
kicker, even though he led 
the Saints in scoring the last 
two years. Last season, de­ 
spite three field goals from 
past 50 yards. Dempsey was 
11th best out of the 13 reg­ 
ular field goal kickers in the 
National 
Football 
Confer­ 
ence. His kicks were good 
53 per cent of the time. Curt 
Knight, who led the league, 
had a 74 per cent cent field 
goal kicking average. 


D e m p s e y , last season’s 
hero, began selling insurance 
in New Orleans. He was hurt 
and embarrassed . “ I was 
married in June,” he said, 
“ and I thought my wife mar­ 
ried a hero. Now I was think­ 
ing she married a wash-out. 
But she stuck behind me.” 


Dempsey continued to kick 
nights at a nearby park. He 
would chase the ball him­ 
self. And he continued to call 
teams, trying to hook on 
somewhere. One day, six 
weeks after he was cut by 
New Orleans, the Eagles 
said they had a job open on 
the taxi squad. 
A m e m b e r of the taxi 
squad does not suit up for 
games, does not make road 
trips, is not on the rosier. 
He practices with the team, 
which means, in the case of 
kicking specialists, that he 
goes off by himself. Kickers 
are the quirks of football 
teams. Noncontact players 
in a contact sport. Dempsey 
is there just in case, in case 
regular kicker Happy Feller 
starts missing or is injured. 
“ You go through a year 
like I went through,” said 
Dempsey, “ going from the 
top to the bottom, and you 
know that football is a plas­ 
tic world, a fantasy land. 
And you come to realize that 
there are more important 
things in the world than foot­ 
ball. You come to value your 
home life, for example, and 
feel lucky that you’ve mar­ 
ried the right woman. But I 
still love the game. And I 
still think I ’m a good kicker. 
I still think I can kick in this 
league.”

member of George Washing­ 
ton University’s School of 
Medicine. 
In visualizing the average 
patient “ The image comes 
to mind of a slob-in-under- 
shirt, surrounded by empty 
beer cans, watching endless 
televised football while his 
progeny turn into juvenile 
delinquents,” 
T o m p k i n s 
says. 


He notes, however, that 
We can quickly 
dismiss 
this spectre as an obvious 
burlesque; and even when 
remotely true, only a symp­ 
tom of disease rather than 
its cause.” 


The psychiatrist contends 
that modern American men 
need televised football “ as 
an emotional release—one of 
the few remaining to him.” 


And in the jargon of the 
psychiatrist, Dr. Tompkins 
—himself a season ticket 
holder to Washington Red­ 
skins games—explains some 
of 
the 
needs 
of 
modern 
man: 


"The social changes in our 
environment that have en­ 
abled mankind to think, live, 
act and react in a techno­ 
logic milieu give highest pri­ 
ority to the ability to exhibit 
and 
utilize 
technological 
knowledge. Close behind in 
the hierarchy of social ac­ 
ceptance come education per 
se and personal appearance. 


The ability to exhibit feel­ 
ings or emotions of any kind 
has very low priority and ac­ 
ceptance in a technologic 
world.”

William 
Rehnquist. whose views are such 
that they can only be termed 
astonishing. Only seven years ago he 
carried out what amounts to a one- 
man crusade in Phoenix. Arizona, 
against a public accommodations 
law requiring drug stores to serve 
Negroes, and he did it on the basis ot 


the holy rights of private property. 
When the city council voted against 
his volunteer effort unanimously. 
Rehnquist, who is an activist zealot, 
volunteered a letter to the local 
newspaper 
charging 
that 
the 
“ ordinance summarily does away 
with the historic right of the owner 
of a drug store, lunch counter or 
theater to choose his customers. ” 
He pleaded that the "freedom of the 
property owner” should not "be 
sacrificed to give the minorities a 
chance to have access to integrated 
eating places ...” The rights of 
property, 
under 
the 
Rehnquist 
philosophy, would come before the 
rights 
of 
Jews, 
Irish. 
Blacks. 
Italians or what have you. It is 
breath-taking. He told the Senate 
Judiciary Committee that he has 
changed these views. 
Why? 
— 
because 
he 
has 
found 
that 
segregation 
doesn’t 
work, 
and 
“because I have come to realize 
since, more than I did at the time” 
that minorities really care about 
equality. Right 
down 
to 
1964. 
Rehnquist hadn't realized that they 
cared 
“ The white people of this country 
don’t realize that a man who kicks 
Negroes in the teeth is not suitable 
tor 
the 
Supreme 
Court.” 
said 
NAACP 
spokesman 
Clarence 
Mitchell, and Joe Rauh of ADA. 
after reviewing Rehnquist’s overall 
record 
called 
him 
“ the 
most 
reactionary 
appointee 
to 
the 
Supreme Court in the 20th Centurv.’’ 
Factories are emigrating from 
the inner slums to the suburbs but 
there they find that restrictive 
zoning against garden apartments 
and row houses segregates families 
with low and moderate-incomes. 
Ford quits Newark and buys 200 
acres tor a factory at .Mahwah. New 
Jersey, but the 4200 Ford workers 
learn that they can’t live there 
unless they purchase homes with an 
acre or so ot land: the ordinances 
are tight and fierce. It is economic 
segregation, not by race but by 
class. Sooner or later ( you can count 
on it) this zoning issue will come to 
the Supreme Court. And what kind 
ot oracles are we putting in the Holy 
Temple? 
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
